impossible to ascertain. But some light is thrown upon 
the question by the following facte. The Board of Trade 
report 327 casualties, in which total loss or partial damage 
was sustained, to have befallen vessels between thirty 
and fifty years old; 60 to ships between fifty and sixty 
years old; 36 to venerable craft between sixty and 
seventy; 9 from seventy to eighty; 3 from eighty to ninety ; 
1 from ninety to one hundred; and one above a century old. 
Many of these must necessarily have been in a very advanced 
state of decay ; and it raises a blush of shame when we are 
informed that any shipowner bearing an Englishman's name, 
and therefore committing, to some extent, the reputation of 
his country to his acts, should choose, in pursuit of gain, thus 
deliberately to place in imminent and needless peril the lives 
ef his own countrymen, 

The seafaring life is always one of great hardship as well 
as danger. That hardship it is our duty to diminish, that 
danger we are bound to avert, by all the means that fall 
within our reach. Toa considerable extent, careful legislation 
and an efficient administration of law, in the absence of a 
eonscientious regard to what is due from shipowners and 
masters to their seamen, must do the one, and the previsions 
ef benevolence liberally carried into effect must secure the 
other. Society owes thus much to the gallant class of men 
who, in contributing so largely to national greatness 
and prosperity, constantly risk not merely their personal 
eomfort, but their lives, in the pursuit of their calling. 
Wo doubt something considerable has already been done 
towards protecting defenceless sailors from the wunne- 
cessary and unjustifiable miseries to which a _ selfish 
greed of gain too frequently exposes them. They ought not 
te be sent out in vessels either so indifferently equipped, so 
undermanned, or so rotten from age as to be incapacitated 
from meeting, without total destruction, the ordinary buffeting 
to which all seagoing craft are liable. We forbear troubling 
eur readers with more statistics ; but the facts brought out in 
the useful but most painful register to which we have referred 
show that by far too large a proportion of the ships which 
were wrecked off our coasts last year were overtaken by that 
ealamity when the force of the wind was much less than what 
a well-found ship might have sustained without the smallest 
damage. Carefully-considered laws ‘and strict inspection 
would shield our sailors from a vast amount of the suffering, 
the anxiety, and the peril they have now to endure. 

Still, in spite of the best-framed regulations, and the most 
vigilant enforcement of them at our ports, the elements will 
eccasionally baffle all human skill and precautions. Storms 
will catch ships, at times, in places beset with dangers, and 
wind and sea will bring to bear against them forces which it 
is impossible to resist. It is here that the beneficent liberality 
of the public has been found to avail in the rescue of human 
life. The Royal National Life-Boat Institution, during the 
year 1867, hes been instrumental, by its direct efforts or by 
its indirect influence upon kindred agencies, in snatching from 
the very maw of the raging ocean, not fewer, perhaps, than 
five thousand persons. Its boats, distributed along our coasts, 
are numerous, but all too few. They are manned, when 
wanted, by crews whose daring courage and consummate 
skill are worthy of all admiration. The feats they have 
achieved in the prosecution of their adventurous mission 
would, if duly chronicled, constitute a record the romance of 
which is only to be surpassed by the utilitarian, or, more 
properly speaking, the humanitarian, results with which it 
has enriched our social history. It is an institution which 
speaks for itself by its noble deeds, and which speaks to every 
heart. It is of no political party. It has no sectarian aims. 
It follows men, simply because they are men, into imminent 
perl, and attempts, and to a most gratifying extent suc- 
eessfully attempts, to succour those who are menaced by the 
devouring waves, and bear them off to safety. Its object 
and its performances are alike worthy of the widest sympathy 
and support. No institution sheds a brighter lustre upon the 
reputation of the country. None trains its servants to a 
hardier or more heroic enterprise. None makes its appeal to 
more disinterested motives. Let the reader place the facts 
recorded in the Annual Wreck Register side by side with 
thore embodied in the reports of the Life-Boat Institution, 
and he will have destruction and recovery, death and life, in 
juxtaposition and conjointly pleading for the men who 
navigate our seas. Protection from preventible dangers, help 
im dangers which cannot be averted, are the least such men 
are entitled to expect from the community upon whom they 
are the means of conferring inestimable benefits. We trust 
that year by year they will have an increasing measure of both.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE, 
(Prom our own Correspondent.) 
Panis, Thursday, Oct. 15. 
The fine bright autumn days still tempt the truant world of fashion 


to linger afar from the capital of pleasure. All seem loth to leave 
the crowded Villes des ux, the shores of the ocean, or the 
ancestral chateau. The avenues of the Bois, which are fast losing 


their summer mantle of verdure, are still all but deserted, and the 
leaves that fall fluttering from the yellow-tinted boughs seem the 
tears wept over the absentees. The Court itself has apparently 
resolved to _— by the present spell of fine weather; and, unless 
a change of temperature sets in, it is probable that Saint Cloud 
will not receive its Imperial guests for a week at least. The 
Emperor and Empress have been making several excursions in the 
neighbourhood, and on Sunday were present at a grand regatta. 
The tone of familiarity that prevails at Biarritz is best shown 
by the fact that the Emperor to elbow his way to the boat 
through a thick crowd of inhabitants and visitors, intent upon 
watching the races, with as much exertion as if he had been a pri- 
vate individual. The Empress, who is an excellent sailor, passed 
almost the whole of the day upon the water. 

On Jan 1. weshall have two Moniteurs, forthe proprietors of the 
present official journal are apparently ined to continue it 
in the teeth of the new Government organ, and have offered the 
editorship to M. Clément Duvernois—rumour says to M. Paradol 
as well. As to the “‘ Gospel according to St. Wittersheim,”’ as it 
is profanely termed by cur Parisian contemporaries, the chief 
position will be held by M. Norbert Billaud, the editor of the 
present Government organ. M. Sainte Beuve will also remain at 
his post, and, in all probability, M. Théophile Gautier. A sum 
of 200,000f. a year is allotted for the expenses of editorship and con- 
tributions, and§ in all cases a high academic style of writing will 
be aimed at. The construction of the new premises on the Quai 
d’ Orsay are being pushed forward with great vigour, and the keys 
are to be delivered to M. Wittersheim on Dec. 15. M. Daloz still 
refuses to give up the printed covers used to inclose the copies of 
subscribers; but as the Government possess the lists of persons 
subscribing this is of no importance. 

The Lanterne is not yet extinguished ; on the contrary, a new one 
has just been lighted at Bordeaux, and, like its Parisian prototype, 
its spécialité is political attacks. M. Dubuisson, the printer of M. 
Rochefort’s paper, which has been wrongly termed a pamphlet, 
appealed from the judgment of Aug. 14, which condemned him to 
two months’ imprisonment and 2000f. fine, for printing matter 
tending to excite hatred and contempt towards the Government. 
The Tribunal, although dismissing the appeal, consented to modify 
the sentence, decreasing the imprisonment to one month and 
doubling the fine. 

The velocipede, upon which our Parisians so love to disport 
themselves, has taken a new form, and become aquatic. This 
latest idea consists of two canoes connected by an open frame- 
work, upon which is placed the seat of the individual bold enough 
to risk himself upon this apparatus. His feet repose upon two 
pedals, to which are attached movable floats, these close as the foot 
is drawn forward and open on its being pushed back against the 
water. Waterproof boots are the indispensable accessories to an 
excursion upon one of these inventions, by which, we think, the 
Rob Roy and her sister fleet are fairly eclipsed. The other day a 
velocipede came to grief upon the Boulevards, being run down by 
an omnibus. 

The vintage of 1868 has been, upon the whole, exceedingly 
good, and is estimated at from fifty to sixty million hectolitres.

SPAIN. 

The work of reconstruction proceeds with promptitude and in 
an orderly manner. There have been but few excesses. The 
Ministry has been formed, and the following are the names of the 
members of the Cabinet:—Marshal Serrano, President; General 
Prim, War; Admiral Topete, Marine; Signor Figuerola, Finance ; 
Senor Lorongana, Foreign Affairs; Senor Romero Ortiz, Justice ; 
Senor Sagosta, Interior ; Senor Ayala, Colonies ; Senor Ruiz Zorilla, 
Public Works, 

Senor Moreno Benitez has been raised to the Governorship of the 
capital. General Rauron Novellas has been appointed Captain- 
General of Catalonia, General La Torre Captain-General of 
Valencia, and General Messina Commander-in-Chief of the Staff. 

Several decrees of Marshal Serrano have been published, re- 
organising the personnel of the Presidency of the Council of State, 
making numerous civil appointments, and accepting the resignation 
of several Councillors of State. 

The Government has issued several important decrees, chief 
among them being one by the Minister of Justice ordering the sup- 

ression of the order of the Jesuits throughout the Spanish 
Tosniens, the closing of all its colleges and institutions within 
three days, and confiscating its property to the State. The Junta 
proposes the extinction of all religious communities established 
since 1835, and pro also that the members of other religious 
corporations should be empowered to declare themselves free. 

Another decree allows all officers and soldiers exiled for political 
reasons the privilege of returning to the service of their country. 

The Finance Minister has issued a decree abolishing the octroi 
duties throughout Spain. To replace the revenue derived from this 
unpopular tax a poll tax is to be imposed upon all persons of the 
age of fourteen and upwards, and the —— will be classified 
according to the value of the houses occupi The poor, it is said, 


will not be subject to the tax. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs, besides having sent a circular

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MR. GLADSTONE’S ELECTION ADDRESS. 


The Right Hon. W. E. Gladstone’s address to the electors of South- 
West Lancashire was issued yesterday week. It is as follows:— 


Gentlemen,—From you, the electors of the south-western 
division of the county of Lancaster, I solicit a renewal of the trust 
which was confided to me in 1865, in a manner demanding from me 
pee gratitude, by the constituency of the entire southern 


I then came before you as the advocate of a policy of trust in 
o people, tempered by prudence, and averse to violent and hasty 

ange. 

In the spirit of that profession I was a party, in 1866, to pro- 
posals for the extension of the franchise, which I thought the 
smallest that could meet the just claims of the unenfranchised 
classes, and which were studiously limited, in order, if possible, to 
dicarm jealousy, my and fear. — 

We were met by an opposition, not indeed, as direct, but yet as 
persevering and detrimental, as was ever offered to any measure. 
At length a point was reached at which the Government of Earl 
Ruesell found that the resignation of their offices appeared to be 
the most becoming method by which they could secure the early 
triumph of reform. 

We resigned accordingly. The result was that the opponents of 
reduction in the franchise took office, and found themselves com- 
pelled by the public sentiment, after much vacillation, to make pro- 
poeale on that subject, which, though not only narrow, but senaly 
reactionary in the shape in which they were presented to Parli 
ment, issued in the passing of a measure and more demo- 
cratic than the bill which in 1866 we were told, by the highest 
authority, would reduce our institutions to the pattern of the 
American ublic. From the extensive, though unequal enfran- 
chisement, which has thus been secured for the people, past ex- 
perience and all present signs lead me to anticipate increased 
strength for our institutions, and a more vigorous march, both of 
legislative and administrative policy.

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THE LADY OF DILSTON 
CASTLE. 


The ruined ancient castle of 
Dilston, in Northumberland, 
which was formerly the seat of 
the Earls of Derwentwater, has 
lately been visited by a lady 
named Amelia Matilda Radcliffe, 
who is believed, if not admitted, 
to be the legitimate heiress of 
that family. She claims the title 
of Countess of Derwentwater, as 
a Peeress in her own right, with 
the estates which belonged to 
James, third Earl of Derwent- 
water, who was beheaded in the 
year 1716, on account of his 
favouring the cause of the 
Stuarts and refusing to take 
the oath of allegiance. His body, 
however, was secretly brought to 
Dilston Castle and = heme in the 
family vaults by the side of the 
remains of his illustrious an- 
cestors. The estates of the 
family were at that time con- 
fiscated, and in this way has 
arisen the present claim. This 
lady says:—‘‘The estates are 
generally believed to have been 
confiscated; but, under the mar- 
riage settlement of 1712, James, 
the third Earl, had only a life 
interest in them, and therefore 
they descended to his son John, 
who was in possession for a period 
of sixteen years.’ This John 
Radcliffe, whom she calls the 
fourth Earl of Derwentwater, was 
her ndfather. His eldest 
son, James, the fifth Earl, as 
she calls him, died about 1815. 
His second son, John James, 
married Princess Amelia Anna 
Charlotte Sobiesky in 1813, 
and had six children, of whom 
the ipresent claimant is the 
youngest, but the sole survivor. 
She was born at Dover, on 
April 2, 1830, and is therefore 
thirty-eight years of age, but she 
looks older. Believing that she is 
the heiress by entail and the 
general heiress, she has made her 
claim, and is doing what she 
deems best to enforce and sub- 
stantiate it. She has encamped 
herself alone in a little tent on 
the und belonging to the 
ruined castle, where she lives the 
life of a gipsy. It is interesting 
to note that nearly every member 
of the family, since the execution 
of the third Earl, has been born 
in this country, and that the 
remains of some who died abroad 
have, by stratagem and daring 
been safely deposited in the family 
vault at Dilston. Many will be 
startled to learn that not a few 
representatives of the family were, 
notwithstanding their exile, born

in this country. For instance, 
John James, called the sixth Earl, 
was born at Alston, and the story 
of his birth, as related by his 
daughter, isexceedingly romantic. 
His mother, travelling incognita, 
came to England and found her way 
to the neighbourhood of Dilston. 
Driving along the highway one 
day the carriage, by previous ar- 
rangement, was Rs to break 
down, as if by accident, while 
near Alston. The neighbours ran 
to assist the strangers, and the 
lady was conveyed to a small inn 
in the village. Here, in a room 
known as the Earl of Derwent- 
water’s, the father of the present 
claimant firstsaw the light. Asal- 
ready stated, she was likewise born ' 
in England—namely, at Dover. 

She was educated abroad, but has 

spent much of her time in this 

country. Frequent have been the 

visits paid by her to Dilston 

Castle. Indeed, she has a 

thorough knowledge of the estates, 

She always, up to the present 

time, visited the abode of her 

ancestors in disguise, but many of 

the people in the neighbourhood 

now recall occasions when they 

were honoured by visits from a 

lady whom they now recognise to 

have been “ the Countess.’’ She 

made herself known to none at 

the time, but informed several 

that the rightful owner of the 

Dilston estates would ere long 

appear in their midst. And now 

that the self-styled Countess has 

made her claim, the inhabitants of 

the district appear desirous that 

it should be carefully considered 

by the Government.

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Mr. Gladstone’s address to the electors of his locality had not 
the smart writing of Mr. Disraeli; nor, indeed, was it, as 
matter of composition, very remarkable. It did not appear to 
have been framed with the great statesman’s usual attention 
to style. Perhaps he thought that there was no use in cutting 
blocks with a razor, and that it was waste of time to turn 
sentences for the kind of persons to whom he had to appeal 
for votes for himself and his friends. But we need not say 
that the paper was a grave and sensible one, and set out in 
array the pointe of difference between himself and his anta- 
gonist. The Liberals have been so well supplied with argu- 
ments for use in the elections that it was not necessary for 
their leader to educate them; while the difficult position of 
the Conservative party gave an obvious propriety to the effort 
of the Premier to furnish all his men with a text from which 
to inveigh against the assailing enemy. 

But the speeches which Mr. Gladstone has delivered at 
Warrington and at Liverpool had much more that was 
attractive in them. They seemed to have been calculated for 
different audiences and different tastes. The first of the 
addresses was chiefly marked by a resolute deter mination on 
Mr. Gladstone's part to answer all the efforts that had been 
made to demolish his theory of the extravagance of the Con- 
servatives, as contrasted with the economies of the Liberals. 
We cannot deny that he handled his figures, as he always 
does, exceedingly well, and that what would from other 
lips have been the driest of details was rendered by 
Mr. Gladstone almost interesting, We may further say 
that he made out his case to a very considerable extent, 
although it is, as our readers cannot require to be told, 
in the very nature of financial arguments that they are 
capable of being restated almost ad infinitum, and that with 
each rearrangement of figures comes a new turn of logic. At 
the end, when there is so much to be said on both sides, and 
when it is quite certain that the absolute truth is with neither 
and never will be with either, from the nature of things, not 
from any desire to mislead, we incline to come to a con- 
clusion which may not be entirely to the satisfaction of the 
admirers of either advocate, and least of all to that of 
the devotees of Mr. Gladstone. We hold that it is perfectly 
right that our finances should be looked into, and that 
the more severe examination of the conduct of our 


financiers should be encouraged on the part of their anta- 
gonists. Moreover, it is a necessity of party that orators 
should talk in the phrases dearest to the English natare; and 
there is no doubt that we, who call ourselves a practical 
people (and are perhaps one of the. least practical),-are 





gratified to be addressed with a long array of figures and 
grave arguments thereupon. But we should like to hear what 
a foreign statesman would write about us at this moment. 

Would it be something of this sort. Again I fail to 
comprehend this English nature. It is a great one, be sure; 
for look at a Constitution, the work of ages, and apparently 
of iron—look at an Indian empire—look at fifty colonies, all 
governed with justice and by mon who sincerely serve the 
great cause of civilisation. I find England attempting the 
greatest experiment which has marked her history since the 
Revolution, or for many an age before it. I find her suddenly 
making a transfer of political power to men whom she has 
prepared for it only by letting them form trade combinations, 
at which they talk false political economy, and by cheapening 
the political press, whence they obtain such teaching as may 
come out of articles avowedly composed for the educated 
classes. At the supreme moment, when the most popular of 
moderate Liberals, the man to whom the nation is looking to 
supplant the existing Administration, comes solemnly forward 
to address a new constituency, largely composed of artisans, and 
to utter words which shall be read in every household of the 
nation, upon what does he chiefly dwell? Does he try to 
teach any great principle; or, in default of that, does 
he chalk out some road which the new politicans shall take ? 
Does he show that he and his party deserve their confidence 
because he and his party have been the faithful depositories of 
a faith by which it is good for a nation to swear? Not in the 
least. The nation spends £80,000,000 a year, and scarcely 
murmurs ; and the great statesman, the great orator, devotes 
himself to argue whether his successors did not improperly 
spend £3,000,000—a fragment of that vast sum ; and he smiles 
with satisfaction when at the end of his long and elaborate 
argument he believes that he has fixed on the Conservative 
banner the stain of this dreadful crime. Is this what is called 
teaching and leading ? 

We reply, of course, to the intelligent foreign statesman 
that he does not understand England ; that we want no teach- 
ing; that the leading must be done in the House of Commons; 
and that we do like to see our Government arithmetic checked. 
He can say no more; and he rightly repeats that we are a 
great and noble people, and goes away. But, though we 
would not for the world allow that he is right, and though we 
know that it is sentimental in the highest degree to wish that 
a leader of party should appeal to first principles, there may 
be something in what he says, and we may recur to it at 
leisure. It is now more to the purpose to hasten to Mr. 
Gladstone's Liverpool speech, in which he talked little of arith. 
metic, and much of the Reform Bill and of the Fenians. On the 
former point he was very good indeed. It will be difficult for 
a Conservative orator to say much about the Reform Act 
carried by his chiefs when he shall have read Mr. Gladstone's 
capital history of the process, from the Ten-Minutes’ Bill 
downwards, and especially the story of the ten objections 
which Mr. Gladstone's friends authorised him to make to the 
amended measure, and which they supported by their votes, 
obliterating from the bill all the features which really were 
held to be Conservative. Nothing could be more effective or 
more metciless, Were we agents concerned for a Liberal in 
the election we should reprint this passage for distribution ai 
a placard. 

But Mr. Gladstone reserved his higher effort for an appeal 
on behalf of Ireland, and it is one very effective, though we 
need hardly say that we hold the matter which he would 
remove—we mean the cause of Irish disaffection—to lie far 
deeper than the foundations of the Established Church. Hoe 
sketched the discontent of the Irishmen at home, and their 
sympathies with Fenianism, and then he showed two pictures. 
There was the Irishman in Canada, living under equal laws, 
happy and loyal ; and the Irishmanin America, a prosperous exile, 
cursing the Goverament that, as he thinks, made it necessary 
for him to seek another home. Mr. Gladstone believes that 
by what he calls justice to Ireland the Canadian picture can be 
reproduced there. We wish that we could believe that by any 
remedies which Mr. Gladstone will consent to apply such a 
result will come. But if it be our duty to try, the probability 
of disappointment is no reason for delay in the effort. We 
conclude by saying that, though from a given standpoint we 
might contend that Mr. Gladstone's opening addresses scarcely 
do him justice, this will not be the opinion of the majority 
of the admirers either of his financial adroitness or his rhe- 
torical brilliance.

THE FARM. 


Nice dry days with frosty nights seem to be pretty poventont, and 
the ploughs, horse and steam, are doing good wor! \ 
As arule, in the northern counties, wheat and barley are good, 
but oats are very indifferent, as regards quality, = 
straw. Worse turnip crops, on the whole, have not been known 
for many a year; the early-sown swedes were much the best, 
and all common turnips were quite a failure; in fact, the great 
bulk of them did not come up, and those which did went off with 
mildew. Some few farmers have sown rape where the turnips 
> but with no great result. Wé never saw the north countrie so 
full of grass; owners who have been acoustomed hitherto to sell their 
beasts out of the to be store fed have sent them off to the 
butcher at once, so itis with sheep. Mangolds are good, but 
there are not many crops to be found ; but still, with short turnips 
and not half the usual weight of oat straw, “‘ ways and means”’ for 
the winter look gloomy enough. To judge from the number of 
haw-berries, the winter does not promise to be a very mild one. 
Although it seemed to be going very quickly a few weeks since, the 
foliage is still very fine, except in the coppices; and it is note- 
worthy that the sycamore is going before the ash. The crop of 
acorns in some counties is absolutely miraculous; but several 
farmers will not, ae oo +> = wating — give ow to 
their pigs till the ve been lai a p and sprou

lied to dismiss Baron von Beust, 

is Minister of Forei, Affairs 
and of the Interior. There was 
no fear on the part of Prussia 
that this Saxon statesman might 
become dangerous to the new 
order of things, but he was accused 
of “‘special malevolence and ill- 
will”? towards Prussia. Such at 
least was the explanation then 
given by the Government organs 
at Berlin. The King of Saxony, 
as is well known, relieved the 
Baron from his functions as 
Minister of State at Dresden, 
with a deep regret, expressed in 
a very touching letter. As a sort 
of recompense, the Crown Prince 
of Saxony exerted his influence 
at the Court of Vienna in Von 
Beust’s behalf, and in consequence 
of his good offices the Baron was 
appointed by the Emperor of 
Austria, Minister for Foreign 
Affairs in the Imperial Cabinet at 
Vienna. 


When Baron von Beust entered 
the Austrian service, he found that 
empire completely disorganised. 
The e of 1866 had 
brought the country to the verge 
of, apparently, almost inevitable 
ruin. The Austrian statesmen 
were helpless; the people were 
dissatisfied and disgusted, the 
finances were bordering on a state 
of bankruptcy, the fabric of the 
State was tottering, and every- 
thing seemed passing into the last 
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stage of dissolution. It was 
therefore necessary for Baron von 
Beust to endeavour to effect an 
entire reform in the internal 
government of the State. So 
early as December, 1866, he went 
to Pesth, in order to become per- 
sonally acquainted with the 
leading men of Hun, and the 
state of affairs in that kingdom, 
with a view of paving the way for 
a reconciliation between Austria 
and the Hungarian nation. Being 
impressed with the conviction that 
an arrangement could only be 
achieved on a legal basis, he saw 
with a characteristically keen per- 
ception that such a basis could 
only be established, on the one 
hand, by the restoration of the 
Hungarian Constitution, and, on 
the other, by the revivification of 
the suspended February Consti- 
tution for the kingdoms and 
countries of Austria situated on 
this side of the Leitha. This 
double object he accomplished 
with such impartiality and 
freedom from prejudice that he 
did not even avail himself of the 
incontestable constitutional right 
of dissolving the Diets which had 
been elected under totally dif- 
ferent political organisations, and 
under the auspices of his pre- 
decessors. Yet his policy was 
diametrically opposed to that of 
Count Belcredi, inasmuch as he 
attempted a compromise in one 
direction only—namely, on the 
basis of the Constitution and 
by inaugurating a truly Liberal 
régime in both halves of 
the empire, with complete auto- 
nomy for Hungary. Baron von 
Beust perceived that in the task 
before him he could only succeed 
with the assistance of that party 
which supported the idea of poli- 
tical reform and concentrated all 
its labours upon the introduction 
of Liberal institutions and the 
consolidation of a firm and durable 
organisation of the Monarchy. 
This was the Liberal party, and 
from their ranks he has wisely 
selected his colleagues. 

His first great victory was the 
pacification of Hungary, which he 
achieved by simply acceding to 
the just demands of that heroic 
nation. Next, a liberal consti- 
tutional rule was proclaimed by 
the Sovereign; and advisers of 
the Crown were chosen by him 
whom the representatives of the 

ple trusted and supported.

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THE PRINCE AND PRINCESS OF WALES 
AT GLASGOW. 

The Prince and Princess of Wales, who had been staying at 
Dunrobin Castle with the Duke and Duchess of Sutherland, visited 
Glasgow on Thursday week, having stopped the night before at 
Edinburgh; and his Royal Highness performed the ceremony of 
laying the foundation-stone of the new buildings of the Glasgow 
University. These buildings have been commenced in consequence 
of the purchase of the old site by the City of Glasgow Union Rail- 
way Company, who require the land for the purposes of a central 
railway station. The new buildings will occupy a commanding 
position on Gilmore-hill, and, when completed, will be a decided or- 
namenttothecity. Their architectural style is that of the early part 
of the fourteenth century, and they will occupy a space of nearly 
four acres. A handsome tower, 300ft. high, will occupy the centre 
of the build which will be 600ft. in length, by 300ft. in 
breadth, with two large quadrangles, each of which is to be 180 ft.

On the northern side are the library, 
students’ reading-room, the Hunterian museum and the Hunterian 
library ; and the lower hall, which is about 130ft. long, 60 ft. wide, 
and 22 ft. high, the roof being supported by rows of fluted columns. 
Above this is another room of the same dimensions. The common 
hall will oct 1e centre of the building, and will intersect the 











two quadrangles; and a grand staircase will lead to the hall, the 
museum, and library, which are so arranged that when necessary 
these rooms can be thrown into one suite, quite capable of accom- 
modating several thousand persons. The various class-rooms are 
to be provided with retiring-rooms, laboratories, and museums. 
Tl rrangements for heating and ventilating the rooms are most 
complete.

Hall their Royal Highnesses were conducted to the seats reserved 
for them upon the platform. Their appearance in the hall, which 
had already been filled with spectators, was the signal for loud 


The National Anthem was performed 
on the great organ, and the Lord Provost then delivered 


a brief addr The Town Clerk read a certificate testifying that 


he city had been conferred on his — ighness.

Provost to the Prince. An address from the Corporation was then 
read by the Town Clerk, and a copy of it was handed to the Prince 
in another casket. His Royal Highness made a short address in 
reply, thanking the Lord Provost and all the Glasgow gentlemen for 
their hearty welcome offered to himself and the Princess, express- 
ing his peculiar satisfaction in having become a freeman of such an 
ancient, lo nd famous city; and saying that the Princess 
herself was ly sensible of their kindness, for nothing could 
be re e to her than to possess the hearts and 
affections of people of this country, which she had adopted 
as her own. 
I wl party then left the City-Hall, and went in 
procession, before, to Gilmore-hill. Their Royal High- 


nesses were greeted here with enthusiastic acclamations by a 


great crowd of people. They were conducted to the reception- 
rooms, where the authorities of the University conferred both on 


the Prince of Wales and on Prince John of Denmark the honorary 
degree of LL.D. They were next escorted to the platform erected 
on the site where the stone was to be laid. An address from the 
Principal and professors of the University was read by Principal 
Barclay, to which his Royal Highness replied :—‘‘ Mr. Lord Rector 
and Professors,—I thank you for your expressions of devoted loyalty 
to her Majesty the Queen, and of dutiful attachment to the Royal 
family. It affords me the greatest satisfaction to become a member 
and graduate of your University, and at the same time, to visit a 
city the close connection of which with you had been so beneficial 
s to the interests of learning and knowledge. The 
1any of all classes of the citizens of Glasgow around 
liberal subscriptions for the prosecution of the work 
ed in this day, attest the value they attach to 
and their sense of the advantages they and the 
nd derive from your institution. e interest which 
my lamented father took in the advancement of every branch of 
science and education would stimulate me to follow his example and 
promote by every means in my power the success of your University, 
and the objects for which it has been founded. We may confidently 
expect that the eminent men educated here in time past are only 
the precursors of a long train equally to be distinguished by every 
scientific requirement. The Princess of Wales rejoices in the op- 
portunity afforded her of taking part in this day’s ceremony, and 
cordially thanks you for your kind wishes.”’

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THE ZOOLOGICAL SOCIETY’S COLLECTION. 


The fine specimen of the Hoolock Gibbon (Hylobates Hoolock) 
now in the Zoological Society's Gardens, was presented to the 
society, on Ang. 14 last, by Mr. Arthur Grote, F.Z.S., who has 
communicated the following notes respecting this animal :—‘‘ This 
Hoolock was sent to me, early in 1867, by Mrs. Driver, of Gowal- 
sara, & civil station on the western portion of the Assam province.

THE REVOLUTION IN SPAIN. 


We are enabled to publish, in this Number of our Journal, some 
Illustrations of the scenes and events of the late revolution in Spain, 
received from a correspondent at Madrid. The conflict, on the 28tb 
ult., between the troops under the Marquis of Novaliches, che 
General who fought for Queen Isabella, and those commanded by 
Marshal Serrano, Duke de la Torre, at the bridge of Alcolea, 
near Cordova, which is 200 miles from Madrid, having been fol- 
lowed by the surrender of the Queen’s army, the triamph of the 
revolution was assured. This great news was immediately tele- 
graphed to Madrid. A deputation from the revolutionary com- 
mittee next day waited upon General Concha, the Queen’s Prime 
Minister, and, representing the hopelessness of resistance, requested 
him to surrender the government into the hands of Generals Serrano 
and Prim. The Prime Minister at once assented. After giving the 
necessary instructions to prevent any collision between the troops 
and the people, General Concha and the Minister of Marine, the 
only other member of the Administration, took their departure for 
San Sebastian, to make a formal resignation of their offices to the 
Queen. It was marvellous to how easily this change of 
authority was effected. It had been accomplished in almost 
all its details before many people in Madrid knew that such 


see 


a thing was taking place. Vithout any appearance that 
such a thing was going on, the Civil Guard was disarmed, 


and their weapons transferred to the people, but to members 
of the people authorised by the revolutionary committee 
to receive them, and responsible to this organisation for the use 
which they made of them. The men so armed were at once formed 
into squads or sections, according to some prearrangement, and 
were soon effectively, but irregularly, patrolling the streets in the 
place of the force they had superseded. The earliest banners 
carried about the streets threatened death to robbers, and all the 
proclamations concluded with a similar announcement, One man, 
detected in the act of picking a gentleman's pocket, was imme- 
diately seized, ani hurried off to the Puerta del Sol, where he was 
tied up to a lamp-post, and received a sound flogging. There were, 
however, some acts of bloodshed. Two chiefs of the police, who had 
made themselves o!moxious to the people under the late Adminis- 
tration, were set npon in the streets and murdered. The secretary 
of the late Minister, Gonzales Bravo, was severely wounded by 
assassins. 

A correspondent writes, on the afternoon of the 29th :—*‘I have 
been out into the streets and made my way into the Puerta del Sol. 
The whole population is out, with wild joy in every countenance. 
The scene has changed as if by magic. I saw no window that had 
not its festive decorations. Crowds of men, armed and unarmed, 
with flags at their head, are parading the streets. The very priests 
are setting up their most joyous peals from every steeple. From 
every tobacco-shop, from every public office, the Queen's arms are 
torn down and trampled in the dust. Her bust, her portraits, her 
name, and those of the Princess and the rest of the family, are laid 
hold of wherever they are to be found, and subjected to every 
ignominious ill-treatment. The Puerta del Sol is one mass of 
people. The Palacio de la Gobernacion (Home Office and General 
Command) has been invaded by the mob. The doors are closed; 
but the people climb up, crawl up, and break in at every window. 
The Novedades, a Progressista paper, is already being hawked about ; 
and it contains the new charter of the country stipulating for 
freedom of conscience and worship as the most sac of popular 
liberties. The destinies of the country are referred to the vote of 
the National Assembly, but the Progressistas have evidently the 
upper hand. The outburst of —— excitement is indescribable. 
It is one of those moments which a man does not see many times in 
his life, but which, once seen, are never forgotten.”’ 

The same writer says, in his next letter, describing the aspect 
of Madrid on the same day:—‘*From noon to very late evenin 
there was, properly, no Government whatsoever in the city. 
have already described how the mob clustered like bees at every 
window of the Palacio de la Gobernacion, in the Puerta del Sol, and 
thus made an entrance into the place. In with the mob I went 
also, and both in that palace and in the War Office, in Calle Alcala, 
I went up and down stairs and along corridors—ev here, in 
quest of a Government, without let or hindrance, but also without 
help in my search. My object was to obtain a special permission 
to send a telegram to London—a permission only to be obtained 
from the military commander or from the Junta. But neither com- 
mander nor Junta was anywhere to be found. At last, after about 
two hours’ trouble, I was borne along with many others into a 
mob-beset room, where two or three gentlemen were busy at a 
writing-table in the midst of such a din of voices as only heads of 
bronze could have withstood. That was the Junta, or the mere 
Rump of what the Junta had been. What all the sovereign people 
bawled about was ‘Arms,’ and orders for the delivery of 
arms were issued in favour almost of any man who asked for 
them. I am told that before nightfall more than 15,000 
muskets were in the ple’s hands. Large bodies of troops had 
been very prudently shut up in their barracks, with a view to use 
them for the preservation of order, and for the protection of pro- 

ty in cases of extreme need. But the sovereign mob chose to 
Beliore that those troops were still hostile to the good cause, and it 
was under pretence that the citizens were in bodily fear of the 
soldiers that those arms were — for and given. Fears of a 
collision were justly entertained ; but it isnow close upon midnight, 
and no disturbance has occurred. The immense mass of the popu- 
lation was in the best of humours; they jostled one ‘another in the 
parrow streets with hearty tings and congratulations, occa- 
sionally also with jeer and banter, beside themselves with joy, 
brimful of mutual love, shouting ‘ Viva Prim!’ and protesting that 
‘ La Reina ya no manda mas.’ ‘There is an end of the Queen’s rule 
here.’ Most of the shops were shut, not, I believe, owing to fear, 
but to a desire that masters and men had to go forth and have their 


share of the intoxication of the hour. Intoxication of patriotism, 
I mean, for I only saw about a dozen or so of drunken 
men, who were reeling about and had to be tuken care of. On the 


whole, the people’s demeanour could not have been more peaceful, 
nor the order more perfect. To the display of gay cloths at the 
windows by daylight there succeeded the exhibition of bright lights 
at nightfall. 30 unanimous a demonstration, I am told, was never 
made either at a Féte Dieu, or at a saint or King’s day, within the 
memory of men. There was endless firing of guns, but with 
blank cartridges, the enthusiasm which no longer found vent in 
hoarse shouting seeking for a more inexhaustible utterance in the 
explosion of gunpowder. The firing was kept up all night and 
still continues, though the crowd dispersed early, and a heavy, 
chilly rain has cleared the streets of the last stragglers. The rain 
has set in in good earnest, and promises to go through more than 
one day. Providentially, too; for the mob had begun to ferret out 
some of the lowest police agents, theirinveterate enemies, and Lynch 
law has already been executed on @ few of them.”’ 
Within half an hour after the retirement of General Concha and 
the triumph of the revolution the place formerly known as the 
Puerta del Sol was re-christened the Plaza del Popolo. The 
names of several other streets and squares have been changed in a 
similar manner. The Plaza Isabel II. has become the Plaza de 
Prim; the Plaza de Herradores the Plaza de Serrano. The pro- 
srietors of the Café Princesa have cut off the last two syllables of 
its name, and it now stands as the Café Prin, the nearest approach 
which the old name permitted to that of the revolutionary General. 
The triumphal entrance of Marshal Serrano into Madrid, on the 
3rd inst., with 5000 or 6000 of the troops who had gained the 
victory of Alcolea, and the arrival of General Prim, Count de Reuss, 
and Marquis de los Castillejos, were occasions of renewed po 
rejoicing. These two, and some of their coll es in the 0- 
lutionary Junta, have declared their opinion to be in favour of the 
establishment of a constitutional monarchy, but they have issued a 
lamation, which contains an assurance of complete confidence 
in the initiators of the revolution and the eminent patriots who un- 
dertook the work of political and social regeneration. It concludes 
with the words, “‘Down with the Bourbons!” ‘‘Long Live the 
National Sovereignty and Universal Suffrage!’’ “‘ Long Live our 
Liberators, both of the Army and Navy !”"’ 
A t demonstration was made last week in favour of religious 
liberty and equality. A numerous procession through the 
streets, accompanied by bands of music, and preceded by an illu-

THE ceATEAU OF PAU. 

The dethroned Quem Isabella of Spain, with her husband-cousin, 
Don Francisco Styled the King Consort; her Intendant of the 
Household, “arfori, Marquis de Loja; her Jesuit Confessor, 
Father C)-ceta, and some other members of her family, is now 
residing by the invitation of the Emperor Napoleon, at the old 
castlevf Pau. The town of Pau, capital of the French department 
of me Basses-Pyrénées, and formerly capital of the little inde- 
peadent kingdom of Navarre, and the Principality of Béarn, isa 
favourite place of resort in the winter months fer persons in search 
of health, enjoying as itdoes a mild and equable climate. The castle, 
of which we give an Illustration, wasfounded, about 1363, by Gaston, 
Count de Foix; and its oldest portions, comprising the donjon tower, 
of brick, which is 115 ft. high, the four other towers, and the outer 
wall which connects them, are supposed to be of that time. The 
situation is rather imposing, on a ridge of high ground, overlooking 
the river Gave, with another stream flowing through a deep ravine 
behind. This ancient building has some interesting historical 
associations; it was here that Queen Margaret of Navarre sheltered 
Calvin and other Protestant Reformers; and here, too, in 1553, 
Henry of Navarre, who afterwards became King Henry IV. of 
France, was born. His cradle, formed of a large tortoiseshell, 
suspended by cords, is preserved in an apartment on the first floor, 
with beds, chairs, and other relics of the founder of the Royal 
house of Bourbon, from which the ex-Queen of Spain is descended. 
She is the last of the Bourbons to lose her rank as a reigning 
Sovereign. 


LEEDS EXHIBITION OF WORKS OF ART. 


The picture we have engraved for this week’s Paper is “‘ The Angel 
Releasing St. Peter from Prison,’’ painted by Gerard Honthorst. 
This artist, who was called by the Italians *‘ Gerardo della Notte,’’ 
from his ability as a painter of night effects, is represented at Leeds 
by one of his best works, contributed by Sir G. j. Campbell, Bart. 
The Apostle apparently has been engaged in reading, and is startled 
by the appearance of the winged angel, who, radiant with light, 
places one hand on his shoulder and points with the other to the 
door, the key of which, miraculously placed there, is seen lying 
close to the Apostle’s hand. The expression of surprise, and yet of 
faith, on the saint’s face is very well rendered, and the light and 
shade are cleverly arranged—the light appearing to come from a 
lamp placed on the ground, and illuminating the faces of Peter and 
the angel in a very effective manner. Among the many excellent 
examples of the Dutch school at Leeds this is certainly one of the 
most striking. 

Honthorst was born at Utrecht, in 1592, studied under Bloemart, 
visited Italy, and became a follower of Caravaggio. He was also a 
good portrait-painter, and was employed for some time in England 
during the reign of Charles I.; he returned, however, to Holland, 
and died at the Hague, in 1660. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS IN CALIFORNIA. 


It has lately been proposed to remove the Legislative Assembly of 
the State of California from the city of Sacramento to San José, in 
the county of Santa Clara, which is now a thriving city, with broad 
gravelled thoroughfares, long lines of substantial brick stores, 
stately public edifices, hotels, seminaries of learning, city hall, 
elegant churches, and a handsome Courthouse, the use of which 
the authorities of Santa Clara County have proffered to the State, 
in the event of their removing the capital thither. We engrave a 
View of this building, from a photograph by Mr. J. A. Clayton, of 
San José. It is situated in Pirst-strect, between St, James and 
St. John streets. It fronts the east, and a broad plaza lies directly 
opposite the mainentrance. The architect is Levi Goodrich. The 
building was let out by contract, and will have cost, with the 
ground, the sum of 150,000 dols. The apex of the dome is reached 
by flights of steps (172). The building is two stories in height, 
besides basement and attic. It is designed in the classic style of 
architecture. The order employed is the Roman Corinthian, with 
elaborate enrichments of capitals, medallions, and richly-carved 
mouldings, all in cast iron and wood. The building has a front of 
100 ft., with a depth, including portico steps, of 140ft. The 
height from the ground to the top of a level cornice is 56ft.; to 
top of dome 115ft.; to the top of flagstaff, 185 ft. The base of the 
dome is 50 ft. through, and is 17ft. across the top. The building 
is two stories in height, besides basement and attic space. The 
first floor is some 8 ft. above the ground line ; the portico has a depth 
of 15ft., with a length of about 76 ft., and is reached by a flight 
of thirteen granite steps and landing, which landing supports a 
colonnade of six Roman Corinthian columns, a little less than 4 ft. 
in diameter and 38 ft. high, supporting an entablature 9} ft. high. 
The building contains twenty-one rooms.

THE THEATRES.

ADDITIONS TO THE SOUTH KENSINGTON MUSEUM BUILDINGs. 
Remarkable progress is being made with the construction and 
decoration of the South Kensington Museum permanent buildings. 
Since we engraved the central facade its sculptured and inlaid 
ornamentation has been nearly completed, and an opinion may be 
formed of the almost entirely novel materials and modes of external 
decoration, in introducing which the department has set so praise- 
rr anexample. The latest addition is the door of the prin- 
cipal facade. his is bronze-gilt, enriched with panels containing 
fi in high relief of men illustrious in art and science. The 
reliefs were designed by the late Godfrey Sykes, and have been 
modelled by Mr. Townroe, one of the pupils of that artist. It 
deserves to be better known that Mr. Townroe, together with 
Messrs. Gamble and Moody—all three being under the direction of 
Colonel Scott, C.E.—work in the true spirit of the masters of the 
Medizval and Renaissance times. They do not confine their atten- 
tion, like modern artists generally, to one single branch of 
art. Provided with studios within the museum, and having 
immediate access to the best models, their energies are alter- 
nately directed to architectural construction and embellish- 
ment, to modelling both of ornament and figures in terra- 
cotta, Della Robbia ware, majolica, and other materials, and to 
designing in colours, for ceramic and glass mosaics, for distemper 
and enamelled wall decorations, and for go glass windows. 
Thus has been developed what may fairly be called the South 
Kensington Museum style. Its principal architectural feature is 
the introduction of the coloured materials of North Italy, which, 
being also of a nature to withstand the effects of weather and 
smoke, are peculiarly suitable for this climate. The principal cha- 
racteristic of the style as regards figure design is its close imitation 
of the Roman manner of Raphael and Michael Angelo, or, in other 
words, the cinque-cento. As might be expected, a rich, bold, 
grandiose effect is secured ; but there is also a tendency to substitute 
clumsy bulk for massive grandeur. 

Recurring to the door we have mentioned, it is much to be 
regretted that its golden splendour is not foiled by bronze or some 
other deep-hued colours. Indeed, although the door alone is meri- 
torious, the entire portal, including its surrounding mouldings, is 
small, flat, and unimportant, contrasted as it is by the columned 
recess above, with its powerful light and shade and shrinelike enrich- 
ment. Nothing but a vigorously-designed portico seems likely to 
remedy this radical defect. Another obvious failure is the pedimental 
subject in ceramic inlays of pale blue, warm grey, and gilding. This 
is sadly weak, flat, and tinselled—altogether inferior to the other 
capital inlays in simple chocolate and buff. It may, we understand 
and hope, undergo some modification ; but sculpture (coloured and 
gilt if you will) is the most fitting embellishment for the tympanum. 

mone of the pedestals flanking the pediment has been experi- 
mentally placed a plaster group of a female and child, designed 
by Mr. Sykes and modelled by Mr. Ball, an Academy medallist of 
promise, intended to represent allegorically the Genius of Art 
instructing the young. For the exterior generally and its other 
decorations—glass mosaics and ceramic inlays, terra-cotta, and 
Della Robbia ware reliefs—we have nothing but warm praise. 

Internally, great progress has likewise been made. A noble 
gallery, designed to contain the permanent ceramic collections of 
the museum, has recently been thrown open. Very appropriately, 
the columns of this “‘ ceramic gallery ’’ arein course of being incrusted 
with majolica reliefs. A pair of ceramic paintings here, suitable 
for wall decorations, from the Stvres manufactory, fired in a few 
very large pieces, with figures the size of life admirably coloured by 
M. Yvon, may be especially commended for study to English artists, 
and those of the museum particularly. The construction and 
fittings of the large new lecture theatre are also nearly completed, 
the walls alone remaining to be decorated. It is proposed to intro- 
duce into the very spacious semi-dome of the apse of this excellently- 
contrived lecture theatre a mosaic composition. Mosaic in this 
situation, as we know from experience of the churches in Italy, will 
have the finest possible effect, far more so than as employed in some 
other parts of the museum—for example, in the gallery arcade of 
the south court. Mr. Poynter, one of the most competent 
artists we have for such a work, has been poe: one d 
to supply the design. Apropos of the mosaics of the South 
Court, we may remark that three figures have been executed 
since we engraved the last series—namely, ‘‘ Donatello,’’ from a 
design by ii. Redigreve; ** Torregiano,”’ by Mr. Yeames; and 
** William Hogarth’’ by Mr. Eyre Crowe. All three are, we are 
glad to see, executed in ceramic mosaic, the two former by Minton 
and Co., the last by Simpson and Co. We have more than onc 
urged the superiority of this material where, as in this situation, it 
is desirable to avoid the greater glare of the glass mosaics 
Additional designs for this arcade have also been prepared—viz., 
Fra Beato Giacomo da Ulma, the glass painter of Bologna, by Mr 
Westlake; Leonardo da Vinci, by Mr. J. Tenniel; Jean Goujon, 
by Mr. H. A. Bowler; Titian, by Mr. G. F. Watts; Grinling 
Gibbons, by Mr. J. D. Watson; Sir Joshua Reynolds, by Mr. H 
Phillips; and William Mulready, by Mr. F. B. Barwell. 

Returning to more recently erected portions of the permanent 
buildings, some novel interest is presented in the decoration of the 
new refreshment-rooms in the new gallery of the basement. One 
of these has been decorated by Messrs. Webb, Morris, and Co. The 
embossed walls, chiefly in low-toned greens, offer suggestions, 
skilfully conventionalised, of a garden pleasure-house, with, in 
compartments of the cornice, ‘motives,’ so to speak, from the 
chase. The cornice and ceiling are rather heavy, but the general 
impression conveyed by the colouration is artistic. Two or three

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MR. MARK LEMON 
AS FALSTAFF. 
Our [Illustration repre- 
senting Mr. Mark Lemon 
at the Boar’s Head, boast- 
ing of his adventures, and 
blurting out his ‘plague 
on all cowards,’’ himself, 
in the sequel, to be proved 
the prince of such, is from 
the pencil of Mr. Tenniel. 
This scene is, perhaps, the 
one of all others which 
shows the fat old knight, 
and his representative, to 
the most advantage. Mr. 
Lemon's personal quali- 
fications are such as to 
identify him with the cha- 
racter, and to make certain 
points, which in other men 
are acting, natural in him. 
Mr. Lemon's literary cha- 
racter is also in his favour. 
As editor of Punch, he, 
like Falstaff, has not 
“only been witty himself, 
but the cause of wit in 
others.”’ Of the wit of 
the character his percep- 
tion must needs be much 
strouger than that of the 
mere professional, who can 


only study the character 
from the outside. Mr. 
Lemon can bring to it the 
light from within which 


can render effulgent the 
darkest places of the text, 
and solve a hundred merely 
verbal difficulties. We 
naturally look to him for 
illumination, and readily 
recognise the native humour 
with which his representa- 
tion abounds. Hence, in 
these costumed rehearsals 
we find so much that is 
genial, but which in the 
ordinary actor is artificial. 
It needs scarcely the asser- 
tion that Mr. Lemon is the 
best of all existing Falstaffs, 
nor can we imagine a better 
in times long past. In the 
future his performance is 
likely to maintain an emi- 
nence which it will not be 
easy to disturb. 


The professional actor 
might indeed learn much 
from Mr. Lemon—for, 


though always effective, he 
is always natural and never 
exaggerates. Every point 
tells without effort, and all 
the more because no effort 
is made to make it tell. 
The greatest scene, we 
think, is that between 
Falstaff and the Justice— 
that is, in the way of 
humour; but not less ef- 
fective is that with the new 
King, who rebukes him in 
the presence of Shallow. 
Here Mr. Lemon shone as 
an actor. We never wit- 
nessed anything more pa- 
thetic than the demeanour 
of Falstaff under this un- 
expected blow. It is the 
crowning triumph of the 
readings.

(From a Correspondent.)

described as a valley in the 
Himalayas, bounded on 
the west by a very fine 
range of mountains, called 
the Kila D&ka, or Black 
Mountain. This is so called, 
I peeve, besente its crest 
is covered with pine, 
and other Pon ag Hse — 
which give it a black ap- 
pearance. This ‘istrict of 
Agrore wasruled by a chief 
who paid but a nominal 
revenue to Government. 
His name is Ulter Ma- 
homed Khan, and he ruled 
so badly that it was de- 
termined by the Govern- 
ment of the Punjaub that 
a police station should be 
established there. Till 
pour quarters could be 
puilt, the police, eighteen 
in number, were placed in 
the village of Oghee. You 
will perceive by reference 
to the sketch that Oghee is 
naturally a ve strong 
position; and had the 
police been established on 
the top of it, they would 
have Seen able to resist 
successfully the attacks of 
many hundred men. Ulter 
Mahomed Khan, however, 
objected to this, as the 
police would overlook his 
women’s quarters; s0, on 
the principle of granting to 
every native of rank all 
that he asks, the police 
were put into some houses 
in an open courtyard, the 
roofs of which were acces- 
sible to an enemy from the 
outside. The Khan objected 
to have the police quartered 
upon him, because they 
revented him from plun- 
ering traders. He there- 
fore instigated his friends 
across the border to attack 


the police station. Atday- 
break on July 30 five 
hundred. men came and 
made their attack, but 


were repulsed and forced 
to retire. They came again, 
however, in greater num- 
bers. The district superin- 
tendent of police, seeing 
how matters were going, 
slipped away with a couple 
of men, and, making his 
way to the nearest village, 
beat the alarm-drum, on 
hearing which the raiders 
made off, but not till they 
had ‘pillaged the lice 
quarters, and not, am 
glad tosay, till some twelve 
or fifteen of them had been 
killed and twenty or thirty 
wounded; our own losses 
being three wounded. An 
express was immediately 
sent off to the nearest mili- 
tary station, Abbottabad, 
forty-two miles distant; 
the intelligence reached 
there at four p.m., and at 
six p.m. the same evening 
the 5th Ghoorkas, under 
Colonel Rothney, and a bat- 
tery under Major Hughes, 
started for Oghee, arriving 


there twenty - five hours 
afterwards. A short in- 
vestigation showed that 


Ulter Mahomed Khan was 
the instigator of the whole 
business, so he was imme- 
diately made a prisoner in 
the quarter-guard ef the 
Ghoorkas by the magis- 
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trate, Captain Ommaney, and the next day was sent off in charge 
of a strong guard, and lodged in the goal of Rawul Pindee, a large 
military station sixty-three miles south-east of Abbottabad. 

Six miles beyond Oghee, in a northerly direction, is the village of 
Dilboree,. the last village in British territory before crossing the 
border (which is about a quarter of a mile off, and which runs all 
along the crest of the ‘‘ Black Mountain’’). In the middle of the 
village is a small mud fort, capable of containing 200 men; into 
this were thrown a few policemen. On Aug. 1. the Khan, or chief 
of a town called Umb, arrived here, to assist the police, with about 
400 men, of whom twenty or thirty were mounted. As the enemy 
had now collected in crowds in a village above Dilboree, called 
Koonj Gully, and appeared inclined to attack, the Khan of Umb 
was sent to garrison it, leaving 200 men outside to assist. On Ang. 
2 and 3 the enemy appeared in considerable numbers on the higher 
ranges of the Black Mountain, and began to descend as the evening 
grew dusk, so that it was thought the camp would be attacked in 
the night; the tents were therefore struck, and a breastwork was 
made of them, but no attack then took place. For some days 
afterwards all the troops, officers and men, were employed in 
throwing up an earthwork, about 2} ft. high, to strengthen their 
position. On the 4th the enemy made a feigned attack on Dilboree, 
with a feigned retreat, in which, when pursued by our levies, they 
turned and wounded some. On the 6th, part of our small force 
went out, but could do nothing, as the ground was so bad and the 
enemy in such overwhelming numbers. ; 

Major-General Wilde, C.B. and C.S.1., commanding the 
Punjaub Frontier Force, now dispatched from Abbottabad a wing 
of the 2nd Punjaub Infantry—fine stalwart men—who compassed 
the distance of forty-two miles in seventeen hours, arriving at 
Oghee on the 7th. Affairs becoming more threatening, the rest of 
the regiment was sent for, and arrived on the 9th. In the mean- 
time, the village and fort of Dilboree had become untenable, as the 
enemy had succeeded in burning some villages in its rear, driving 
out the defenders with some loss. They were ordered, therefore, on 
the 6th, to evacuate Dilboree, set fire to it, and retire upon the 
regular troops, who were moved out to support them—namely, 200 
Ghoorkas, with two mountain guns. Aridge hid the latter from 
the enemy, who therefore, when they saw the garrison retiring 
from Dilboree, rushed to intercept them; but at that moment the 
Ghoorkas appeared on the top of the ridge, and the enemy instantly 
stopped. On Aug. 7 our troops again had to move out to support 
the retirement of the levies, who were in danger of being sur- 
rounded and cut off. This happened again next day, when the 
enemy swarmed down, by many hundreds, screaming and yelling 
like fiends. The Khan of Umb, a fine young fellow of twenty, then 
charged them with his small force of cavalry. It was a picturesque 
and animated sight. These horsemen, in their rich Oriental garb, 
some wearing chain armour and steel helmets, galloped over the hills 
after the enemy, who turned and fled. Thirty or forty were killed, 
and some prisoners, with two standards, were taken. Our troops 
retired without molestation, but were confined to the ground near 
their camp during the next few days. Some villages on the 
right flank and in the rear of our camp were burned by the enemy, 
who infested the roads and cut off the communications, The 
position of our troops was now criti al; they were quite sur- 
rounded, and daily insulted by the enemy, who numbered certainly 
not less than 3000. Our pickets were held by 220 men; but there 
were only 600 infantry altogether in the intrenched camp, with four 
mountain guns. The cavalry, for which urgent requisitions had 
been sent, at last arrived, on Aug. 11. Next morning the 160 
Ghoorkas, 200 of the 2nd Punjaub Infantry, two guns, and 120 
troopers, went out and drove the enemy into the hills, with a loss 
to ourselves of six wounded (of whom two were officers), and to 
the enemy of about forty killed and wounded. The total number 
of casualties of ourselves and our levies hitherto has been ten killed 
and fifty wounded. The enemy was gteatly shaken by this unex- 
pected defeat ; but he is collecting again and fortifying himself in 
the Black Mountainy Bodies of armed men are crossing the 
Indus daily, but while their numbers are increasing so are ours. 
Troops are being pushed up country as fast as possible, amongst 
them four British regiments, one being a Highland regiment. 
native corps—the 20th Punjaub Native Infantry—marched from 
Lahore to Abbottabad (236 miles) in eleven days. Cavalry 
and artillery, both European and native, are also being pushed 
up; and we may expect, if Sir W. Mansfield’s advice be 
taken, to go into the enemy's country with an overwhelming force. 
If not with such a force, we shall simply fight our way to the top 
of the Black Mountain, and then fight our way down again—an 
ignominious proceeding, which will, in all probability, tempt the 
whole of the frontier tribes to rise in insurrection, unless they can 
be bribed into quietness by the civil authority. I must say one 
word more. A medal has been granted for the affairs of China, 
New Zealand, and Abyssinia, the casualties in which, all put 
together, do not come up to a quarter of those in the Umbeyla 
campaign of 1863, when our troops, at the final advance, were 9000 
strong, the enemy being 40,000. The casualties on our side were 
850 killed and wounded, and that of the enemy 4000. But no 
medal was granted. As for hard work, which seems, nowadays, to 
reckon for as much as fighting, the troops of the Punjaub Frontier 
Force have well earned their share of honours on that account. 

A sketch we have engraved, taken by the writer of the above 
narrative, shows the village of Oghee, with the pickets of our 
troops on the ridge in front of theircamp. Another correspondent 
has supplied us with photographs of Abbottabad and of the 
Peshawur battery of mountain guns. The troops stationed there, 
up to the end of August, were the D battery of the F brigade of 
Royal Horse Artillery, with elephants to carry their guns; a com- 
pany of the Royal Artillery, with six mortars on elephants; two 
batteries of mountain guns on mules, the 6th Royal Regiment, 
the 19th, a detachment of the 77th, the 16th Bengal Cavalry, the 
Guide Corps, two Bengal Native Infantry regiments, two Punjaub 
Infantry regiments, four of Ghoorkas, and the Sappers and Miners. 


BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


The Registrar-General gives the following return of births and 
deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom during the week ending Saturday, Oct. 10 :— 

In the week, 4368 births and 3115 deaths were registered in 
London and in thirteen other large towns of the United Kingdom. 
The annual rate of mortality was 25 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 24 per 1000 in London, 
25 in Edinburgh, and 20 {in Dublin; 22 in Bristol, 18 in Birming- 
ham, 30 in Liverpool, 31 in Manchester, 41 in Salford, 25 in Sheffield, 
26 in Bradford, 31 in Leeds, 28 in Hull, 20 in Newcastle-on-Tyn 
and 27 in Glasgow. Scarlatina and different forms of typhus ond 
typhoid fevers are just now showing increased fatality in several of 
the large English towns, the former more particularly so in Man- 
chester and Leeds, as well as London, and the latter in Liverpool, 
Manchester, and Leeds. Scarlatina, last week, in Manchester, 
was three times, and typhus, in Liverpool, five times, as fatal in 
proportion to population as the same diseases in the metropolis. 

Tn London the births of 2325 children (1198 boys and 1127 ) 
were registered in the week. In the corresponding week of ten 

ears, 1858-67, the average number, corrected for increase of popu- 
tion, is 2041. 

The deaths registered in London during the week were 1438. 
It was the forty-first week of the year, and the average number 
of deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of - 
lation, 1393. The deaths in the present return exceed by 145 the 
estimated amount, and exceed by 209 the number recorded in the 
preceding week. 

The deaths from zymotic diseases were 359, the 
average number being 372. Six deaths from smallpox, 25 from 


measles, 109 from scarlatina, 10 from diphtheria, 14 from es 
cough, 62 from fever, and 49 from diarrhoea were registered. 
— from small measles, and whooping-cough is 
paratively low; but the death-rate from fever is high, and 
ecarlatina greatly in excess. During the last four 

deaths have occurred in the metropolis from scarlatina, 

regretted that no general measure has hitherto been devised f 
stamping out this destructive disease. Of the 62 deaths registered

from fever, 20 occurred from typhus from typhoid or gastric 
fever, 3 from infantile fever, and 12 from common continued fever 
One hundred and sixty-nine deaths occurred from phthisis, 91 fri 
bronchitis, 63 from pneumonia, 85 from diseases of the hears and 
162 from diseases of the brain and nervous system. The dvaths of 
2 persons from delirium tremens, of 2 persons from intemperance, 
of 2 children from burns or svalds, of 7 persons from drowning, 
of 5 infants and 1 adult from suffocation, of 9 persons who com- 
mitted suicide, and of 4 persons who were killed by horses or 
carriages in the streets were registered.

SIR J. B. WHALLEY-SMYTHE-GARDINER, BART. 

Sir John Brocas Whalley-Smythe-Gardiner, fourth Baronet, of 

Roche Court, Hants, who died .on the 6th 

inst., was the only surviving son of Sir 

James Whalley-Smythe-Gardiner, the third 

Baronet, by his wife, Frances, second 

daughter of the late Oswald Mosley, Esq., 

of Bolesworth Castle, Cheshire, and sister 

of Sir Oswald Mosley, the second and present 

Baronet, of Ancoata, in the county of Lan- 

caster. He was born March 18, 1814, and 

was formerly in the Royal Navy. He suc- 

ceeded his father, as fourth Baronet, Oct. 22, 

1851. He married, 1861, Mary Harriet, widow 

of Captain James A. Forrest, 5th Fusiliers, 

by whom he leaves a daughter, Mabel 

atharine. As he has had no male issue, 

. the Baronetcy, unless a posthumous son be 

born, will become extinct. This family’s original name was 

Whalley. John Whalley, Esq., M.P. (eldest son of Dr. Robert 

Whalley, of Oxford, by Grace, only daughter and heir of 

Dr. Bernard Gardiner, ‘and his wife, Grace, daughter and 
ultimately sole heir of Sir Sebastian Smythe, Knt., 

to King William III.), was descended from Sir W. jardiner, 

the first Baronet of the creation, who married Anne, 

daughter and heir of Robert Brocas, of Beaurepaire, Hants, a seat 

8) called from Beaurepaire, in Normand , of which the Brocas 

family had been anciently Lords. Mr. Whalley assumed the sur- 

name and arms of, Gardiner upon inheriting the estates of his 

kinsman, Sir William Gardiner, Bart. (who died, without issue, in 

1799, when the title expired), and was himself created a Baronet 

Dec. 28, 1782, with remainder, in default of male issue, to his 

brothers and their issue male. Sir John Whalley-Gardiner, having, 

in June, 1797, succeeded to the estates of his great-aunt, Miss 

Smythe, of Cuddesdon, Oxon, took the surname of Smythe before 

that of Gardiner. He married Martha Newcome, daughter of the 

Dean of Rochester, and, dying, without issue, in 1797, was suc- 

ceeded by his brother, Sir James, who also assumed the additional 

surnames, This gentleman was grandfather of the Baronet just

THE DEAN OF LICHFIELD. 

The Hon. and Very Rev. Henry Edward John Howard, D.D., 
Dean of Lichfield, Prebendary and ‘Succentor of York; Rector of 
Donington, Shropshire; and Rector of Tatenhill, Staffordshire ; 
who died at Donington Rectory on the 8th ult., was the fourth son 
of Frederick, fifth Earl of Carlisle, K.G., K.T., by his wife, 
Margaret Caroline, daughter of Granville Leveson, first Marquis 
of Stafford, K.G., and was brother of George, sixth Earl of 
Carlisle, K.G., and uncle of William George, eighth and present 
Earl of Carlisle. He was born on Dec. 14, 1795, and was educated 
at Christ Church, Oxford, where he graduated B.A., with honours, 
in 1817. He was nominated, in 1822, Succentor of York, and was 
appointed, in 1833, Dean of Lichfield; Rector of Donington, 
Shropshire; and Rector of Tatenhill, Staffordshire. He was the 
author of several works—amongst others, of “ Translations from 
Claudian;’’ “‘The Pentateuch, translated from the LXX., with 
Notes ;"’ ‘* Lectures on the Old Testament;” and “ Lectures on 
the New Testament.”” The Dean married, July 13, 1824, Henrietta 
Elizabeth, daughter of Ichabod Wright, Esq., of Mapperley, in 
the county. of Notts, by whom he leaves issue five sons and five 
daughters ; of the latter two are married—namely, Julia Maria, 
wife of the Rev. J. Peter King Salter, of Gorleston, Suffolk; and 
Charlotte Henrietta, wife of the Hon. and Rev. Archibald George 
Campbell, Rector of Knipton, Leicestershire, second son of John 
Frederick, first Earl Cawdor. 


SIR W. H. HOLMES, 

Sir William Henry Holmes, Provost Marshal, and Lientenant- 
Colonel and Adjutant-General of Militia in British Guiana, who 
died on Aug. 9 last, was a personage of high colonial distinction. 
He was the third son of the late Alexander Holmes, Esgq., of 
Moneygall, King’s County. He was born in 1817. He was Aide- 
de-Camp and private secretary to Sir Henry Light, K.C.B. (when 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief of British Juiana), from 1843 
to 1848. He had been Provost Marshal since 1847, and Adjutant- 
General of Militia since 1859. He represented British Guiana at 
the Paris Exhibition of 1855, and received the order of the Legion 
of Honour. He was knighted in 1856. He also represented British 
Guiana and Trinidad at the London Exhibition of 1862. He has 
been four times elected Mayor of George Town. Sir William

THE VICE-PROVOST OF ETON COLLEGE. 

The Rev. Thomas Carter, M.A., Vicar of Burnham-cum- 
Boveney, Bucks, and Vice-Provost of Eton College, died, on the 
8th inst., at his Vicarage, Burnham. This highly-revered divine 
had attained the great age of ninety-four. The Rev. T. T. Carter, 
Rector of Clewer, and the Rey. W. A. Carter, Rector of Hitcham, 
are the much-respected sons of the lamented deceased, who also 
leaves a very large circle of other relatives to mourn his loss. He 
had been Vicar of Burnham since 1833, and Vice-Provost of 


Eton since 1857.

Mr. Robert Triphook, a brother of the Charterhouse, who has 
just died there, was almost the last of the bibliopolists who flourished 
in the rei of George III. and George IV. Mr. Triphook was 
a man of extensive rondling, and thoroughly master of the best 
English books, not only in his trade, but in his own library; and 
his counter was for more than forty years the rendezvous of the 
aristocracy and gentry—at one time in St. James’s-street, at 
another in Old Bond-street. The author of “‘ Waverley’ has gos- 
sipped et and a with Robert Triphook. Sir Walter Scott 
emplo the St. James’s-street bookseller to collect the books of 
information on which he founded the “ Pirate.”” Many a time 
Lord B has dropped into the same shop, after a visit to his 
friend Hobhouse, who — at Triphook’s. Shelley, Leigh Hunt, 
Hazlitt, Char! Lamb, Professor Wilson, and other 
eminent have lingered there to talk with the pleasant, gar- 
rulous old bookseller Of thirteen brothers received in the 
ouse in 1850 Triphook was the last survivor.
